WIDTSOE RELIEF PLAN TO AP. 
PLY TO ONLY 160 ACRES OF 
EACH FARMER 


Edmonton, Mar. 9.--Main recom- 
mendations for the development and 
carrying on of the Lethbridge North- 
ern Irrigation project, as outlined in 
the special report of Dr. John Widtsoc, 
irrigation expert of Salt Lake City, 
Utah, are: 

Extension of the terms of repay- 
ment under the bond guarantee over 
a period of fifty years instead of 
thirty. 

Maximum capital charges sttould be 
$55 an acre, payments on this not to 
begin until January, 1926, this mean- 
ing, in effect, a moratorium for this 
year, 

Hold Charges to $3.00 Per Acre 

Construction charges not to ex- 
ceed $2,00 an acre for first ten years, 
under period of fifty-year bond re- 
payments instead of thirty. 

Water distribution charges should 
not exceed $1.00 per acre and should 
be paid for 1924 and all succeeding 
years by all, excepting possibly those 
in “dire need.” 

Holdings should be limited to 160 
acres not turned over for sale would 
not come under the jurisdiction of the 
relief plan, which would only apply to 
lands under cultivation for production. 

Premiér Greenfield had the report 
of Dr. Widtsoe on his table today but 
declined to give any indication of its 
contents or to make any promises 
as to when it would be available for 
scrutiny by the newspaper men.

Alberta’s Finances 

The public accounts of the province 
for 1924 were presented to the Legis 
lature during the past week by Hon 
R. G. Reid, Provincial Treasurer, The 
accounts are the first to be presented 
since the new system of accounting 
went into effect, and are based oa the 
new system. The accounts are also 
accompanied by a consolidated balance 
sheet showing the exact financial 
standing of the province to the end of 
1923. This balance sheet analyses the 
finances of the province from the be 
ginning of 1905. 

The actual deficit of the provinces 
on income account for 1924 was $620, 
841.42 or $38,166.67 less than the 
estimated deficit at the beginning ot 
the year. The actual expenditures in 
1924 were less than the estimated ex- 
penditures by $583,785.52, after al- 
}lowing for expenditures on warrants, 
The actual revenue during the year 
fell short of the estimated revenue by 
$545,718.49, 


Labour Bureau Operations 
A total of 1,150 men and 450 women 
were placed in positions by the Prov- 
incial Labour Bureaus during the 
‘month of February. The applications 
totalled 2,073 from hen and 642 from 
women, 


Alberta’s Railways 
Alberta now has a total railway 
mileage of 4,822 miles, compared with 
1,060 in 1905 and 4,097 in 1915, ac 
cording to the annual reports of the 
provincial railways department pre 


sented to the Legislature. Of this 
mileage the C.P.R. operates 2,009 
miles, the Canadian National 1,974 


miles, the E.D. and B.C, 423 miles, the
